Preached Sunday Night. 


Christ Church Was Crowded With 


Friends of the Departing Pastor 


Who Left Monday Afternooa on the C. 


& 0. for Augusta, Ga.— An Elo- 


quent Sermon Delivered. 


The following sermon was delivered 


Sunday night at Christ Episcopal 
church by Rev. Tullus C. Tapper 
being his farewell to Christ church 
congregation: 


The text 
was from St. 
John, 


XV:12: ''This is My commandment, 
that ye love one another, as I have 
loved you." 
. 
This admonition of 
our Divine 


Lord was uttered in a farewell dis- 
course to His disciples before He 
suffered that ultimate agony on Cal- 
vary— crucifixion which by the com- 
mon pity and abhorrence of mankind 
has been abolished— remanded to the 
past 
His cruel death on the cross 


emphasized the meaning, developed 
the significance of these words, 
'As 


I have loved you." Hsrc was genu- 
ine love, no counterfeit expression. 
It cost Him His life to say these 
words with meaning. 
"Greater love 


hath no man than this, that a man 
lay down his life for. his friends.', 
A 


patient, all-enduring love of God for 
sinful man ! A fathomless depth of 
the sacred heart of Jesus, eternal in 
Thy love as the eternal years. 


The Mosaic dispensation abounds 


in. rules. 
Levitism was ceremonial 


law codified— new moons, Sabbaths, 
purifications, oblutions, sacrifices, but 
there is an observable absence of 
rules from the New Testament. The 
law of Christ, like Himself, who was 
the embodiment of love, the personi- 
fication of self-sacrifice to elevate hu- 
man society, to benefit the individual 
and ameliorate human sufferings, we 
may well say, is fully 
comprehended 


in His dying command, ''Love one 
another." So the value of the new 
dispensation to humanity consists in 
the great principle of love, which is 
the germ of the Christian life, and 
without which it is only a name and 
a mockery to human society. 
The 


blossom that bursts forth from the 
seed of Christian 
truth is the (lower 


of love. 
With this principle permeat- 


ing the new development of the re- 
ligious life, there was no longer need 
for 
the 
narrow 
environments of 


"Thou shalt not," and the limita- 
tions of rules. 
The believer who 


loved his brother needed not to be re- 
stricted 
from trespassing 
upon his 


rights of life, affections, property and 
character. 
No statutory protection 


is necessary for the child who is born 
to the heritage 
of parental love, 


though that parcnfd authority in ex- 
tent may be 
despotic. 
Parental 


affection 
is ample 
guarantee. 
In 


those sad cases where civil law has to 
be appealed to, it is the abnormal 
condition of this principle not exist- 
ing. 
Did Christian 
piol'essors 
in 


practice illustrate this command, the 
Church of Christ would stand the per- 
Cect realisation of the Divine ideal- 
Cull, lair and glowing with spiritual 
life. A temple whose polished ashlars 
were huly men and women compacted 
on the principle of 
brotherly love, 


emanating 
from 
the 
consciousness 


that because 
God is our Father, 


therefore are we all brothers, would 
present the magnificent structure of 
this conception of our Lord, reared in 
beauty and loveliness before material 
vision. 


One who has ga/ed with admira- 


tion upon the. Cathedral 
of Milan 


said with solemn truth: "It is an 
anthem sung in stone; a poem writ- 
ten in marble." 
Did this holy ad- 


monition cf onr Lord fall into our 
hearts as well as into our ears and 
there 
tind 
a 
willing 
re- 


sponse, the living church of Christ 
would be an anthem sung in llesh. a 
poem written in humanity, and all 
men would rise up and call it blessed. 
hocausf. liko. \tt divine head, its ves- 
ture would be of the pure gold of de- 
votion—the devotion of love, one to 
another. 
The exquisite statues that 


adorn the Milan edilice have been 
likened to "a flight of angels, which 
had alighted, and 
were suddenly 


struck to tone. '•' Did Christians de- 
light to illustrate in their 
lives 


brotherly love and heavenly charity. 
instead of the poor parodies upon our 
faith, as most of us are, how glorious 
in beauty would be 
the temple of 


God, adornocl with the symmetrical 
forms of living saintlincss, the sym- 
metry of perfect character possessing 
far greater loveliness 
than 
mere 


delicacy of outline in marble. 
The 


sculptor, 
with 
unllagging y.cal, has 


wrought out his thought in perish- 
able marble. 
Shnll we not. with the

They shared with 
each other not only material com- 
forts, but the delights and the joys of 
a common faith. 
They loved each 


other with a devotion 
higher and 


more unselfish than the ties of con- 
sanouinity, stronger than the at- 
tachment of friendship, • noble and 
pure as that is. It was a love bear- 
in"' resemblance to the outcome of 
the Master's love for them. Whoever 
has read "Quo Vadis" will see how 
this love was exemplified in 
the 


persecution of the Christian during 
the reign of Nero. This hallowed 
companionship was the result of their 
attachment to the Master.

is an historical tradition that when 
the aged apostle grew too old to 
preach any longer he would be borne 
among the assemhly rjf worshippers 
and his brief counsel would be, "Lit- 
tle child rets love one another." 


And this is my farewell admonition 


to you, my dear friends. 
It is the 


one needful lesson to learn; it is the 
one principle to make Christianity 
operative. You will keep your church 
strong, efficient and influential by 
heeding this divine precept. 
It is 


the root of all doctrine and all prac- 
tice that has any vigor, and draws 
from its congenial soil that nourish- 
ment and vitality which produces a 
living faith. 
It is the fundamental 


verity which propagates Christianity 
amidst all opposing elements and 
presents to the world Hs undoubted 
credentials, "By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples, if ye 
have love one to another." This is 
why the Kingdom of God widens as 
centuries advance. 
"Time, the tomb 


builder, who has watched other em- 
pires tottering on their way to ruin, 
sees the enlargement of the territory 
over which Christianity holds sway. 
This scepter of righteousness, this 
spiritual kingdom, untrarameled by 
distinctions of social caste, unmarred 
by sectarian bigotry and hate, tin- 
narrowed by the bounds of any local 
church, unhampered by prejudice, 
unlimited by national lines or sec- 
tional bcund's, will survive when the 
wide firmament^ is rolled up as a 
shrivelled 
scroll," 
because 
it is 


founded upon love. 
Its genius is the 


genius of love and not tlio genius of 
force. 
Hence its success. One of the 


world's greatest warriors said, "Why 
is it that Alexander and Hannibal 
and myself have made so few con- 
quests compared to those of the lowly 
Naxarene? 
It is because we have 


subdued others by the force of arms, 
drove the brute force of man over 
man, but He has conquered by the 
invincible power of love, and today 
the world yields him a willing alle- 
giance." "The Kingdom of Heaven, 
the church of Christ, will survive to 
receive the last triumphant shouts of 
her militant hosts. 
See to it that we 


keep this commandment, ancL thus 
by the 
unanswerable argument of 


living examples gain accession to His 
ranks; the world wilPbc bettered by 
your presence, your life be a living 
epistle of St. John to the church at 
large, and in the glad hereafter know 
that you had striven to swell 
the 


thronging myriads, the worshippers 
in Gcd's temple above, who never 
cense to praise Ilirn 


"As they bend and sway I hem to the breeze

Before adjournment Representative 


McCletlan of New York introduced in 
the house a bill for Hie reorganization 
of the army. It was drawn after con- 
sultation with many army officers, and 
is supposed to represent the ideas of 
the younger element of the army. It 
makes some very radical changes in 
the staff and has some novel features. 
It consolidates the adjutant general's 
department and the inspector general's 
department iu the general staff, ab- 
sorbs the ordnance department into the 
artillery corps and abolishes the signal 
corps, transferring the duties of that 
corps to the engineer corps and the 
officers to the infantry. It adopts the 
cavalry strength of the Miles bill, the 
artillery strength of the Hull bin and 
the itifantry alrc-nglh of the Uilea uiil. 
One of the new features is a require- 
ment that all officers of the general 
staff shall perform a tour of duty be- 
fore each promotion, which would give 
them line duty at least every ton years. 
This is the German method. 


Representative Hepburn introduced 


a joint resolution proposing an amend- 
ment of the constitution as follows: 
"No new state, the territory of which 
was not a part of the United States 
and tinder its jurisdiction and sover- 
eignty on Jan. 1, 1S9S, shall be admit- 
ted to the Union unless three-fourths 
of the members elected to each i.ouse 
of congress shall vote affirmatively for 
such admission." The resolution was 
referred to the judiciary couimitieo.

Washington, Dec. 13.—The scnato 


spent the larger part of its session dis- 
cussing territorial expansion and the 
bill providing for the construction of 
the Nicaragua canal. 


As soon i\a the routine business had 


been disposed of Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.) 
called up his resolution, offered last 
week, declaring it to be unconstitu- 
tional for this government to acquire 
foreign 
territory except for coaling 


stations or some like purpose, unless 
Its intention .was to confer statehood 
upon the territory and citizenship upon 
Its inhabitants. Mr. Vest declared that 
it was a basic principle of this govern- 
ment that " the powers of the govern- 
ment were derived from the consent of 
the governed," and maintained that 
the federal government had no author- 
ity, either in morals or in the constitu- 
tion, to go beyond that principle. He 
held that the principle had been sus- 
tained by the supreme court in various 
decisions, and thr.t no public man of 
prominence and no recognized tribunal 
had ever been reckless enough to con- 
trovert it. 


Mr. Platt (Hep., Conn.) took issue 


with Mr. Vest and announced that, at 
some convenient time in the near fu- 
ture, he would offer some remarks upon 
the resolution, in the course of which 
he "would endeavor to show that the 
Missouri senator was wrong in his in- 
terpretation of the constitution and in- 
accurate in his deductions from the 
law. 


Mr. Morgan opened the debate upon 


the canal bill with a three hours' ap- 
peal for action at this session. 
The 


whole country, he said, would be dis- 
appointed if congress did not act. 
He 


was willing to take any measure which 
would result in the building of the ca- 
nal. In the course of his remarks he 
agreed to accept an amendment spe- 
cifically excepting the canal from neu- 
trality with regard to any country with 
which the United States might be at 
war.
